The Antl-Radicnl Majority ef the House,
and How it was Thrown Away on the
District Negro Sullrage Bill.

The bill which passed the House of Repre-
sentatives the other day, without qualification,
granting the right of suffrage to the blacks of
the District of Columbia, although oarried by
a two-thirds majority, was nevertheless passed
against a clear majority of the House opposed
to the measure. Let us turn to the record.
The bill being before the House, the moklon
of Mr. Hale, of New York (republican), came
up, vie:—To amend the motion to recommit,
with Instruetions to the commiitee to extend
the suffrage in the Distriet, irrespective of
color, to all persons coming within either of
the following classes:—Flirat, those who can
read the constitution of the United States.
Second, those who are aasessed for and pay
taxes on real or personal property within the
Disirict; those who have served in and been
honorably discharged from the military or
naval service of the United States; and to re-
atriot such right of suffrage to (he c¢lasses
named, and to inolude proper provisions ex-
oluding from the right of suffrage (hose who
have borne arms against the United Siates dur-
ing the late rebellion, or given aid and comfort
to said rebellion.

A bill so framed wounld have bean perfeoctly

consistent with the well known views of Presi-

dent Johnson on this question of negro suffrage.

The principle
involved was to the democrats, the

administration was ®lbing, consistency was
nothing; but the conpmptible purty objeot of
driviog over the repiblican conservatives to
the radical whip of Stevens was everything.

This wna the result of the demoecratic coslition
'wllh Slevens upon thy lest guestion of recom-
miting e bl motion having falled

crats; for had the whola Afty-three republicans
voting alons for the recommitment joined the
democrats against its passage the bill would
have been defeated. But there were only
nineteen of those republicans aqual to the test
of country against party—the balance, includ-
Ing Mr. Raymond, with all his fine professlons
in support of the sdminlsiration, at the crack
of the whip, fell into the radical traces. The
democrats assist Stevens in making the bill,
or pill, as unpalatable as possible to Mr. Ray-
mond & Company, and then, as a parly pre-
acription, they are compelled to swallow it.
The result is the trinmph of party over prin-
ciple on both sides, and such an exhibition of
pariy diabolism on the one hand and party
servility and cowardice on the other as are
rarely seen even in Congress.

In theso recorded votes upon the Diatrict
Negro Buffrage bill the fact is established
that there is & majority in the House in favor
of the conservative policy of the adminietra-
tlon; but this other fact 1s also established—
that the olementa of this majority are controlled
by conflicting party trloks for party purposes.
How Is this evil to be remedied? It can never
be remedied so long as the democrats hug
the delusion of the restoration of the old
demooratlo party. That concern ls defunct,
dead and buried, with the old whig and old
fedoral parties, Let the demoorats ucoept this
fixed faot, and aocept the ark of the adminis
tration aa their only hope, and they will acon
disoover the way to a new organization,
upon a solid platform, together with all the
conservative elemenis of Congress and the
country. So overwhelming is the welght of
publio disgrace, contempt and disgust resting
upon the domocratic party from lts afiiliations
with the lale rebellion, that it cannot be resus-
citated. Its surmiving eloments must take some
new shape, and, in looking to the administra-
tion, they must not expect the mountain to
come to Mahomot. They must go to the moun-
tain. Or, to change the figure, they must aban-
don their old water-logged hulk and go over to
the new Union ship of the adminisiration and
conservative republicans. In suoh a movement
they can reach at once the control of Congress
and shape its policy, and put in mofion the
raling party of the futare.

The Pacifie Ruilroad.

The act of Congress passed to ald the great
enterprise of connecting the Atlantlc and Pa-
cific oceans by a continuous line of communi-
cation by railroad requires one line to be con-
gtructed from Omaba, on the Missouri river,
opposite Council Bluffs, to San Francisoo. This
main line was, by the act, to be constructed by
two companies, viz.:—

First—The Union Pacific Raflroad Company,
which is to construct the line from Omaha to
the eastern boundary of the State of Caii-
fornia, General John A. Dix ls President, and
John J. Clsco Tronsurer of this company.
Szcond—The Contral Pacific Railroad of Cali-
fornia was, by the aot of Congress, to oon-
struot the whole line from the eastern boun-
dary of California to San Francisco. But It
has ssslgried 8o siuch of the line ae Hes be-
tween Sacramento and San Jose (one hundred
aad t!rrjy miles) to the Western Pacific Rail-
road of Guliforails. The road from San Jose

(forty-nine miles) by a local company.

The Union Pacific Rallroad haa iy miles of
road completed from Omahs westiward. The
Central Oslifornia is at work from Saorsmento
eastward, and the Western Californis from San
Jose {0 Sacramento. Both are mmiing good

progress. -

There Is also the Unlon Pacific Railway Com-
pany, Eastern Divislon. (Ita charter anys rail-
way, not reflroad.) This company bad at one
time Genmeral Fremont for its President and
Samuel Hallets for its financial manager. Joha
D. Perry is now President and W, J. Palmer
Tressurer and Secrelary, It Is somelimes
oalled the Kansas branch and waa formerly
known a8 the Leavenworth, Pawnee and Wesi-
ern Railrond Company of Kansas, This com-
pany s authorised to construct a road from the
mouth of ihe Kansas, wesiward, to oconnect
with tho main line at the one-hundredth meri-
dian of longitude west of Greeawich. It has
finished wixty miles of road to Topaka, which
Is a lttle east of the moridian of Omaha.
Omahba Is on (he ninetysixih meridian and
Topeka ninaty-iive degrees forty-five minules,
The mala line is, therefore, about sixty miles
in advance., But as the line from Topeka to
the one-hundrodih meridian is longer than the
line from Omaha to that meridisn at the point
of junction, the main line from Omaha I, in
fact, some eighty miles ln advance.

The one-hundredih meridian is two hundred
and forty-six miles weost of Omahs, and it s
expocted that the maln line will reach ihat
point by the 1si of July, 1867. Thenoe to La-
porte on the eastorn slops of the Rocky Moun-
taing is three hundred and five miles. The

The permanent location of the main Hue has
heen made for the first two hundred miles west
from Omaba; and ibe route to Sslt Lake, in-
oluding the passes through the mountaina, has
been carefully surveyed and mapped, though
surveys are stlll going on with a view to ascer-
tain whether better grades can be found. All
the resulia obtained are exceedingly favorable
and show mo diffionlties which mey not be

easlly overcome. o

really do not see how any sensible man can
oppose it. If Thad. Stevens should succeed in
placing it before the Legislatures of the States,
we presume that a majority of them would
adopt it But, at the same time, we regard it
as altogether unnecessary and as an indication
that the radloals are showing the white feather
at laat. Under the former amendment abollshing
slavery the States gave to Congress the power
to confer the privilege of voting upon the ne-
groea; for it anthorizes all necessary legisla-
tlon in regard to the freedmen. By the amend-
ment which they mow propose the radicals
dodge the resl issue and evade the responsi-
biltty by handing the whole subject back again
to the Btates, If any Stiate, North or South,
desires to prohiblt negroes from voting it can
do #0, under the new amendment, by sacri-
floing a representative or two; and in some
Btates thia will doubtless be done for the pres-
ent If the amendmeni be ratified. But If the
radlcals had faced the issue boldly they might
have conferred the right of suffrage upon all
the freedmen without offering the Southern
States this bargaln or threat. That they did
not do this I8 proof that they now feel their
own woakness in contrast with the unanimons
seniiment of the couniry In favor of the Pre-
sident's poliey.

Now, then, Ia the time for the cowardly con-
servatives in Congress to make a grand rally
and push the radicals to the wall. They have
the strongth, if they can only find a leader with
talent enongh to teach them how to use it
There is no reason whatever why such loyal
represoniatives as Maynard, of Tenneasee, and
Muarvin, of Florida, should not be at once ad-
mitted to Congress. They have been Union
men all through the rebellion—better Union
men, in fact, than many of the Congressmen
from the North who now ococupy seats in the
House. They can take any oath of loyalty that
may be prescribed, and can take it withan
easler conscience than some of the radicals and
copperheads. It ia outragoous that such repre-
sentatives as these should be classed with rebels
and traitors'and have the door of the Capitol
ahut and barred in their faces by Thad. Stevens
and his Jacobin commltiee. If the South does
not send loyal men to CofPress, those who
come may be sent back and sent back until
‘such representatives as Maynard and Marvin
and John Minor Botts (who ought to be one of
the Congressmen from Virginia) are chosen.
